The Bee was bound from Charleston 
to St. Jean de Remedie, in the island of 
Cuba, within a few milea of which place 
ahe was brought to by the pirates, (he 
vessel robbed, and the crew barbarously 
put into 4 leaky yawl with an oar and a 
half, and turned adrift upon the ocean. 
At (he end of five days, they provi- 
dentially landed at Matanzas, where they 
separated, and Porter returned to New-
